Vienna, October 23.—Charles, for- 
mer king of Hungary, entered Buda- 
pest thie afternoon, according to a 
report telephoned from Prague. This 
is not confirmed from other sources. 

All wires between Vienna and 
Hungary have been cut. 

Military forces supporting for- 
mer Emperor Charles have reached 
Ludaors, four miles from the Hun- 
garian capital, where hard fighting 
was in progress this afternoon. Ad- 
miral Horthy, regent of Hungary, is 
reported to be personally leading 
the troops against Charles. 

The foree of Charles aggregated 
several battalions. They arrived at 
Budaors early this morning. The 
sound of the guns was audible in 
Budapest. 

DEFENSE LINES 
THROWN OUT. 
Budapest, October 23.—(By the As- 


government, while Charles and his 
army were yet some milés from the 
capital, was standing firmly against 
his restoration to the throne. 
eTnment troops soon after word was 
received of the former king’s in- 
tentions to invest or invade Buda- 
pest, established a line of defense 
around the town of Bickewith, 50 
miles from Budapest, held by regi- 
ments recruited from the Hapsburg- 
hating peasants of certain districts. 
As a precaution the rails were 
torn up. . 

Charles apparently gained some 
ground, as the troops at Komorn, 
who according to previous reports 
had turned back his train, are now 
said to have sworn allegiance to 
him. Former Empress Zita is be- 
lieved to be with him, but is suffer- 
ing from a cold which she acquired 
during her airplane trip. 

The cabinet, after notifying the 
allies of its decision to oppose resto- 
ration of Charles, remained in con- 
tinuous session, devising means of 
action. The ministers representing 
the agricultural element asked for 
the arrest of the former king. 

Archduke Friedrich, who was here 
for two days with his mother, Isa- 
bella, is said to have had ambitious 
plans for himself, and is greatly 
embarrassed by the sudden and un- 
welcome return of his relative.

This announcement from the com- 
mittee in charge of the campaign 
was made by Harry Hodgson, chair- 
man-general, 

“We feel that the alumni will con- 
tinue to stand by the university,” 
said Mr. Hodgson. “Their subscrip- 
tions are coming in every day, and 
they are loyally doing their, part 
for their alma mater. Every one of 
them must be counted in on this 
job before we finish it. But a million 
dollars can not be raised except 
from all the citizens of Georgia. 
The university is turning out the 
agriculturiste, the business men, the 
lawyers, the teachers, the scientists, 
the newspaper men, 


make Georgia a great and good 
state, and the movement to increase 
its usefulness must have the sup- 
port of all the citizenship. 

Ask for Support. 

“For generations ‘Old Georgia’ 
has served the whole state, and we 
look to the whole state to serve her 
now. 

“In other university fund cam- 
paigns, it has been the men of 
wealth, who perhaps have never at- 
tended a university in their youth, 
who have made possible complete 


gifts. In the campaign of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia this year there 
were two gifts of $100,000, two of 
$50,000, two of $25,000 and five of 
$10,000. Georgians are as able to 
give as Virginians and as loyal to 
their state, and I expect to see 
similar gifts made to our own uni- 
versity before this campaign is over.”

That line on the books of the war 
memorial fund committee tells the 
story of a gift that means more in 
devotion and-satrifice than some 
gifts for thousands of dollars that 
are there recorded. 

A soldier, wounded ané disabled 
in the world war, who is being re- 
habilitated at the University of 
Georgia, made this gift of $630 to 
the war memorial fund and imme- 
diately started im te pay for it at 
the rate of $20 a month. 

“If the people.of Georgia will give 
in the same spirit end in somewhere 
near equal proportion te this fund 
it will total far more than a mil- 
lion dollars by Armistice day,” said 
R. P. Brooks, treasurer of the fund. 
“When a disabled and almost penni- 
lees ex-service man makes such a 
contribution the loyalty of the av- 
erage Georgian who has given three 
or four hundred @GoNars pales into 
insignificance. 

Need New Standard. 

“We needed a new standard of 
giving tn this campaign for the old 
untyersity when rich men felt that 
they had done their duty by giving 
five hundred or a thousand dollars, 
and this soldiér has furnished it. 
Not content with actually suffering 
for his countrymen ‘in the world war 
he has made further sacrifices by 
giving to the war fund of the uni- 
versity out of all proportion to his 
resources such a sum as will en- 
tai] actual sacrifice.

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JAP DELEGATION 
REAGHES CAPITAL 
FOR ARMS MEET 


Impressive Ceremonies 
Held at Union Station as 
Delegation Leaves Train 
for Waiting Cars. 


TO RECEIVE CALLS 
OF COURTESY TODAY 


Head of Military Advi- 
sory Staff Formerly At- 
tache of Japanese Em- 
bassy in Washington. 


Washington, October 23.—The In- 
ternational conference for limita- 
tion of armaments and discussion of 
Pacific and Far Eastern questions, 
initiated by President Harding, en- 
tered today the final’ phase of con- 
struction with the arrival here of 
a contingent of Japanese official 
participants, the first delegation 
from the invited governments to 
reach the United States capital. The 
visitors were received by officials 
of this government, and were cheer- 
ed\ vociferously by, thousands of 
spectators who, lining the street,-ex- 
tended the welcome as part of the 
nation’s citizenship. 

Major General K. Tanaka, head- 
ing the military advisory staff of 
hig government, in a statement is- 
sued after his arrival, formally ex- 
pressed wishes for “the success of 
the noble task initiated by Presi- 
dent Harding with the object of re- 
lieving-all the nations from the mis- 
eries of war and from the heavy ex- 
penditure incidental to the rivalry 
of armaments among the various na- 
tions as well as frem the desire that 
the millions who fell in the Armaged- 
deon have not died in vain.” He de- 
clared there was not the “slightest 
hesitation” on the part of his com- 
panions “in tendering our respect 
and well-wishes as to the success’’ 
of the conference. 

The delegation’s arrival was sig- 
nalized by impressive ceremonies at 
the union station. Officers rep- 
resenting the state department, the 
army and navy had scarcely been 
introduced to the visitors before the 
military band began the Japenese 
national anthem, following a mo- 
moment later with “The Star Span- 
gled Banner.” - 

Ride in Army Auto’. 

Army automobiles lettered “U. 8. 
A,” were in waiting and soon the 
delegates, preceded by a calvary 
troop from Fort Myer, Va., and ac- 
companied by American officers, 
began the procession through the 
city to their hotel residence. From 
the station to the hotel, crowds as- 
sembled in the’ streets and cheered 
and applauded, the visitors in each 
instance returning immediately their 


friendly greetings.

MURDER SUSPECTS 
BURNED 10 DEATH 


Nine Members of Posse 
Wounded After Clash 
With Negroes Sought in 
Officers’ Deaths.

Orange, Va., October 23.—Two ne- 
groes, suspected of having been im- 
plicated in the murder yesterday of 
Sheriff W. C. Bond and Town Ser- 
geant Julian F, Boyer, were burned 
to death today when they were sur- 
rounded by a posse in a barn near 
the scene of the double murder. 

The, barn is supposed to have been 
set on fire by discharges from the 
shotguns operated by the two ne- 
groes. The body of one of them, 
‘Walter Ware, was found in the 
ruins and that of the other negro 
is supposed to be still beneath the 
debris. Nine members of the posée 
were slightly wounded in the at- 
tack, 

Sheriff Bond and Sergeant Boyer 
‘@re supposed to have been kilHed 
when they attempted to collect a 
fine imposed’ upon Ware for viola- 
tion of the prohibition laws: When 
they, failed to return today a search 
was started which resulted in the 
discovery of the bodies near the ne- 
gro’s home. 

Posse Quickly Formed. _ 

A posse was quickly formed which 
located Ware in a barn on the prop- 
erty of J. P. Taylor, about two miles 
from Orange. Ware refused to sur- 
render and opened fire when the 
posse atarted to rush his place of

Blood- Stained 
Navy Cap Found 
In Marder Case 


Detective Says He Has Evi- 
dence Long Sought in 
Eastlake Slaying. 


Colonial Beach, Va., October 23.— 
A smal] box containing a _ blood» 
staineqd white cap such as are js- 
sued to petty officers in the navy, 
was found today by detectives who 
were searching the cottage here in 
which Mrs. Roger D. Eastlake was 
murdered several weeks ago. Her 
husband, formerly a naval chief pet- 
ty officer, and Miss Sarah E. Knox, 
& nurse, are held on chargés grow- 
ing out of the murder. 

The box was covered with chil- 
dren’s toys when found, the detec- 
tives said. In addition to the cap 
a “‘sou’wester” or rubber hood, sim- 
ilar to those worn by navy men, 
was in the box, they declared. 

Authorities here on numerous oc- 
casions had opened the box but be- 
lieving it contained nothing but chil- 


_dren’'s playthings, paid no particular 


attention to its contents. When the 
box was emptied today, detectives 
said, the bloodstained cap and hood 
were found packed tightly in the 
bottom. 

Find Paper in Cap. ~ 

Inside the cap, according to De- 
tective T. K, Boulware, who was in 
Charge of today’s search of the cot- 
tage, was a piece of bloodstained 
tissue paper similar, he said, to that 
wrapped around the hatchet used ih 
the slaying of Mrs. Eastlake. 

Commenting on the discovery of 
the cap and hood, Detective Boul- 
ware declared: 

“They are the very things we 
have been searching for since the 
crime was committed.” 

Another bit of evidence which the 
detective said he had found in the 
Eastlake cottage today was a piece 
of a man’s shirt, said to match a 
bloodstained shirt sleeve found

Difficulty About Jury.

Chicago, October 23.—Warren C.

An audit of the! books disclosed 
that the imstitution wae insolvent 
and it was charged by bank offi- 
cials that Spurgin had taken more 
than $500,000 in cash with him when 
he disappeared.

Local of- 
ficials at one time received a tele- 
gram from a man in Mexico saying 
Spurgin was staying with him and 
that he would surrender the missing 
bank president if given a reward of 
$1,000. The offer was investigated, 
but nothing came of it.

London, October 23.—The fate of 
the Irish peace conference will be 
decided Monday, when the Sinn Fein 
delegation will be asked to state 
unequivocally whether or not they 
support Eamonn de Valera’s stand 
as outlined in his letter to the pope.

If this grave obetacle to peace is 
surmounted, the next procedure 
probably will be to reduce the prin- 
cipal questions at issue to writing, 
explicitly outlining the attitude of 
each side on all subjects before the

Chicago, October 23,—The pros- 
pective rail strike scheduled for Oc- 
tober 30, was limited to approxi- 
mately one-fourth of the nation's 
tailrond -employées when officials 
of the Brotherhood of Railway and 
Steamship Clerks, Freight Handlers, 
Express and Station Employees, 
representing 350,000 men voted to- 
night not toa rize a walkout by 
their members for the time being. 

This action increases the number 
of major rall unions which have 
voted not to strike now to nine and 
the number of railroad employees 
bound by such action to about three- 
fourths of the country’s total of ap- 
proximately 2,000,000. 

The vote was taken in a meeting 
which lasted several hours and in 
which some of the officials at first 
favored a walkout October 30, in 
protest of recent wage‘cuts. These 
@ficials finally swung over -to a 
“no strike now” policy, but the 
question of quitting work wlll be 
taken up again after the labor board 
renders a decision on the rules and 
working conditions questions now 
before it. 

Leaves Two Unions. 

Tonight's action by the clerks left 
the signalmen and the telegraphers 


the only organizations in the eleven 
“standard” rail unions which may 


join the conductors, firemen, engi- 
neers, ‘trainmen and switchmen in 
the strike they have called. 

The telegraphers tentatively have 
alligned themselves with the “big 
five,” but officials of this union 
said tonight that the decision might 
be changed before the strike date 
arrives. The signalmen have not 
yet voted, 

While the official: etatement an- 
nouncing the clerks’ action said that 
everything had been harmonioue in 
the meeting, individual officials de- 
clared the decision had been made 
only after vigorous débate. It was 
argued by these officials that the 
clerks are more closely related in 
their work to the members of the 
four big brotherhoods than are any 
of the other unions and that con- 
sequently many of them thought 
they should support the big four in 
its strike call. 

Turning Point. — 

The turning point in the debate 
came when it was said the officials 
announced that they, like the lead-

-had not been able to persuade the 
brotherhoods and the switchmen to 
agree to support them throughout 
the proposed etrike.

Troops Forestall 
Red Demonstration 


In French Capital 


BY HUDSON HAWLEY.

Paris, October 23.—The French 


} War department and the Paris police 


department used over 10,000 troops 
and police Sunday to prevent vio- 
lence on the part of communists, 
socialists, anarchists and syndical- 
ists in connection with the protest 
of European radical groups against 
the convictions of the radicals, Sacco 
and Vanzetti, in Massachusetts. In 
addition, 1,760 men were held in 
reserve with a fleet of motor trucks 
capable of transporting 600 men at 
once to any point of trouble. 

There was no violence. The radi- 
cals had planned to make a demon- 
stration in front of the United States 
embussy. Ordered to remain away 
from there and finding the residence 
of Ambassador Herrick guarded bya 
detachment of the garde republicaine 
and two detachments of regular 
troops, about 200 men all told in 
the immediate vicinity of the resi- 
dence, the radicals repaired to the 
Porte Maillet, outside the city, 5,000 
strong, and held a quiet meeting. 
The police mingled among them in 
considerable strength. 

The embassy guard was establish- 
ed early in the day, and orders were 
strict to permit no gatherings any- 
where in that vicinity. For a time 
the leaders of the radicals insisted 
that regardless of government or- 
fers they would carry out their 
demonstration. They held a meéet- 
ing during the morning, however, 
at which it was decided to abandon 
the attempt to parade past the em- 
bassy. 

Whistie “Red” Anthem, 

The.only untoward incident was 
a triyial one—a few score reds gath- 
ered-in front of the United States 
consulate, whistling and singing the 
red anthem, the “Internationale,” 
Puntil the police dispersed them. 

iy 2 p. m. the guard keeping 
crowds back from the vicinity of the 
embassy had been increased to 2,000 
troops and 500 police. Other strong 
forces were stationed at various 
other points where trouble might 
have developed. For several blocks 
about the embassy persons without 
urgent business past the lines were 
heing diverted from the region. 
Rifles were stacked in the streets 
and mounted police rode slowly 
along the deadline. 

After the meeting at the Porte 
Maillet the leaders of the commu- 
nists issued a statement urging their 
followers to use moderation in their 
demonstrations and to refrain from 
Singing or carrying banners in the 
streets. 

“We will not tolerate one single 
act that is likely to harm Sacco or 
Vanzetti,” said the proclamation. 

Chief of Police Leullier personally 
directed the disposition of the troops 
and police from a station near the 
Porte Maillet, where he had before 
him a series of maps of the city. 
Signs of trouble were being report- 
ed to him by courier and his dis- 
ratch of troops to tender spots was 
in some respects similar to the man- 
ner in which great commanders 
handled their armies at the front. 

The day’s forces were made up of 
6.000 infantry. 1,700 cavalry, 2,500 
police and 1.500 reserves.

MUNICIPAL WORKS 
10 AID JOBLESS 


Washington, October 23.—Ex- 
penditures of millions of dollars 
will be authorized by municipalities 
within the next few weeks to aid 
in providing jobs for the nation’s 
approximately 4,000,000 idle wage 
earners, according to a statement 
issued tonight by Colonel Arthur 
Woods, head of the central agency 
of the national unemployment con- 
ference. 

Reports from the mayors of cities 
in all parts of the country, Colonel 
Woods said, indicate that prompt 
action has been takefl to make ef- 
fective the emergency measures 
recommended by the conference. 
with the completion of plans for the 
improvement of the sanitary condi- 
tions of cities, construction and im- 
provement of public works and as- 
signment of additional men to street 
cleaning departments. 

A $500.000 bond issue with which 
to continue public works was re- 
ported by Dayton, Ohio. Cleveland 
reported sale of $5,000.000 worth of 
bdénds for building purposes, and 
Lakewood, Ohio, announced sale of 
$200,000 in bonds to enable the city 
to pave streets and lay sewer and 
water mains. Col@€mbus, Marion and 
other Ohio cities reported complete 
and effective organizations to co- 
operate with the unemployment 
conference. 

Employment activities in New 
England industrial cities have been 
spurred, Colonel Wood declared. 
Hartford, €Conn., reported the appro- 
riation of $43,500 to be expended 
or labor; Springfield, Mass., advised 
that $1,000,000 in public works was 
now in the course of construction, 
while Worcester, Mass., stated that 
nearly $1.500,000 was going into 
schoo! buildings and other works 
Portland, Maine, reported two 
schcolhouses under construction, 
with most of the money being ex- 
pended for labor, and Altoona, Pa., 
reported creation of a comprehen- 
sive employment organization act- 
ing as a clearing house for the sur- 
rounding counties. 

Colonel Woods annvunced_ that 
the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey was preparing the re-em- 
ployment of about 6,000 men on im- 
provements. Reports of efforts to 
relieve the unemployment problem 
were also’ received by Colonel 
Woods from Savannah, Ga.: Tulsa, 
Okla.; Portland, Ore.:; Muskegon, 
Mich.: Dubuaue, Iowa: South Still- 
water, Minn.: Providence, R. I., and 
Jamestown.

Foreign Speakers 
For Legion Meet 


Washington, October 23—Diaz, of 
Italy; Beatty, of England, and 
Jacques, of Belgium, allied leaders 
whose deeds in the days of a world 
at war have written their names 
large in history, came to Washing- 
ton today to be received by. Presi- 
dent Harding before continuing 
their journey to Kansas City, where 
they will be honor guests at the 
American Legion convention. 

The distinguished visitors were 
given a formal welcome by Ameri- 
can government and legion officers, 
and a tumultous one by crowds at 
union station and along f.ag-be- 
decked Pennsylvania avenue. They 
will be received tomorrow at the 
white house, and before their depar- 
ture probably will visit Mount Ver- 
non and Arlington. 

Each occupying with his suite a 
separate car on a special train Gen- 
eral Diaz, Admiral Lord David 
Beatty and Lieutenant General 
Baron Jacques arrived at 2:30 p. m. 
from New York. The generalissimo 
of the Italian armies was tbe first 
to leave the train. He was greeted 
by Robert Woods Bliss, third assist- 
ant secretary of state, represent- 
ing the president. Admiral Coontz, 
chief of naval operations; Brigadier 
General Andre Brewster, with their 
aids, and by nationai and district 
officials of the American Legion and 
the commissioners of the District of 
Columbia. Lord Beatty, with Lady 
HReatty and their son, were then wel- 
co formally, and after them 
Baron Jacques and his party. These 
ceremonies over, Baron Jacques 
halted the official program to send 
for and congratulate the engineer 
and fireman of the train, J. A. Mc- 
Cue and F. S. Maharty, for the fast 
run from New York. There was a 
fanfare of trumpets as the visitors 
were escorted up the train platform, 
and to the president’s room in the 
station. Cheer followed cheer as the 
crowds which jammed every van- 
tage point in the vast concourse 
caught sight of the allied heroes. 

From the train shed to the en- 
trance of the reception room, the of- 
ficers and their escorts marched 
through a lane of American veterans 
of the world war, whose lusty cheers 
mingled with those who strained 
against these human lines in their 
efforts to get better views. 

Each preceded by a troop of cav- 
alry from Fort Meyer, the three par- 
ties left the station separately, the 
route of march carrying them past 
the capitol and over Pennsylvania 
avenue. General Diag went to the 
Willard hotel, Admiral Beatty to 
the Sixteenth, street home of Lady 
Beatty’s mother, Mrs, Marshall 
Field, who greeted them at the sta- 
tion, and Baron Jacques to the Bel- 
gian embassy.

them for several loops. 


The wise ones up east are begin- 
ning to realize the real virtue of 
football as it is played in Dixie.

Georgia set a standard for the 
nation in the’ efficiency of 
Red Cross relief in time of disaster, 
according to reports received at 
headquarters of the southern divi- 
sion of the organization, which

Twice Georgia was visited by na- 
ture on a rampage. Hardly had the 
organization started work on its 
new year program last December 
when the Chattahoochee overflowed, 
bringing devastation and the dread 
cf disease and death to the little 
city of West Point Again in the 
spring, a cyclone struck the ?Psolat- 
ed settiemernt of Oconee. In each 
case suffering among the stricken 
people was reduced to a minimum 
by the prompt and efficient action 
of the Red Cross. 

The call for relief from West 
Point reached division headquarters 
at 11 o’clock on the morning when 
the river went booming over its 
banks. 


it had been manned and assembled, 
and the engineer had pulled his 
throttle for a record run from At- 
lanta to the scene of devastation. 


Train Well Equipped. 


The train was equipped to meet 
every requirement of the flood suf- 
ferers. l1t carried filtered water in 
three big tanks, two army trucks 
and a Ked Cross truck, candies, 
lanterns, gasoline, oil, rubber boots, 
blankeis, socks, warm night clothes 
and every other article that the long 
experience of Red Cross workers 
in meeting flood conditions teld 
them would be required. 

They knew that food would be 
plentiful in a progressive town like 
West Point, but they also knew 
that the West Point water system 
and its ight and telephone equip- 
ment had been destroyed. They 
knew that the flood sufferers were 
shivering in wet garments around 
bonfires, going thirsty or _ else 
drinking the muddy and insanitary 
water of the raging river. 

They were prepared to meet just 
that situation when the special train 
reached West Point. Red Cross ex- 
perts on organization immediately 
co-operated with local authorities #n 
organising a central committee of 
citizens through which all suppties 
were systematically sent out and 
They worked all the 
first night and the two days fol- 
lowing. It was ceaseless, trying 
work, but on the third day the sit- 
uation was thoroughly in hand. 


State Health Officers. 


On tne Red Cross train were two 
state health officers. They ordered 
all water served to disaster victims 
chlorinated, and it was distribnted 
by means of the trucks and tanks 
brought along. A Red Cross nurse 


and two experienced relief workers 


Organized the women. Candies and 
lanterns were provided where they 
were needed. Blankets and warm 
clothing were taken to people ma- 
rooned in buildings and rought 
ashore in bateaux. 

No lives were lost in the flood, 
and while the property damage was 
estimated at more than $1,000,000, 


due to the prompt action of the Red 


Cross, there was a minimum of sick- 
ness from exposure. 

Exactly the same efficient relief 
was provided when the cyclone 
struck Oconee, except in this in- 
stance the supplies were assembled 
to meét storm conditions, but the 
same dispatch and the same thor- 
ough, nature of the work prevailed. 

These things were made possible 
by the widely scattered standing 
army of public health nurses that 
the Red Cross has paced in the best 
tactical points through the division. 

Constant demands for an exten- 
sion of this service are being made 
on the southern division headguar- 
ters. Whether these demands can 
be met or not depends largely on 
the success of the fifth roll call 


that begins on November 11.

‘The Yale players returned feeling 
that they were very handsomely 
treated, this generous reception ex- 
tending tothe city officials, business 
men, chamber of commerce and 
other Macon organizations, south- 
ern ‘college nines and the southern 
people generally, 

In addition, the 


Yale nine secured 
greater development and improve- 
ment during its stay in the south 
than ever before. The result has 
been an official decision to engage 
the same baseball training plant and 
| to plan to repeat the trip indeti- 
nitely. 

Yale was the first northern uni- 
vesity to attempt the southern trips. 
Before Princeton, Harvard, Yaie and 
other teams had toured the section 
of the south embracked by Maryland 
and Virginia, and spent a week 
amid the bad weather of Easter, 
meeting the college and professional 
nines of the section, the result 
was that moste@f the teams returned 
north badly out of physical condi- 
tion, and two or three weeks was 
required to regain form. 

Yale men have heard that several 
northern universities will follow 
their example and engage rater 
camps in the south next April.

Notes About Georgia Law 


for Constitution 


Badiments ana bills and notes are 
the subjects discussed this week in 
the notes about Georgian law, com- 
piled for The Constitution’ by 
Johnson & Johnson, well-known at- 
torneys of Rome, Ga. The notes 
follow. 


Bailments. 

A bailment is a delivery of goods 
or property for the execution ‘of a 
Shgcial object, beneficial either to 
the bailor or bailee, or both: and 
upon a contract, express or implied, 
to carry out this object and dispose 
of the property in conformity with 
the purpose of the trust. Cf&il Code 
1910, section 3467. 

Where cotton is delivered by own- 
er to another to be ginned for a 
specific pPice. there is a bailment 
tor hire.

A, bailee for hire is 
with ordinary diligence, i. e., 
duty of ordinary diligence.

Only two weeks ago The Com- 

panion spoke of thé prevailing spirit 

of lawlessness among €lenrents in 


our nation that ought to set a 
better example. Within the - mst 
two or three years there has arisen 
from nearly every part ofthe coun- 
try the complaint that vice an 
crime are increasingly common, and 
that the eriminal courts are cone 
gested with an alarming number of 
felonies and misdemeanors. The 
county of Fulton in Georgia, which 
includes Atlanta, the largest city in 
that state, has had the same ex- 
perience that so many other counties 
have had. But the recent grand 
jury, appointed to examine the 
criminal docket, made a present- 
ment to the court that is of interest 
because it does something more than 
deplore the situation. The present- 
ment undertakes to put the blame 
for the laxness of morals and the 
prevalence of lawlessness squarely 
on the shoulders of parents who 
have reglected their duty. 

“We doubt if morals can be !eg- 
islated into the people,” says the 
grand jury. It might just as well 
have said frankly that morals can- 
not possibly be legislated into the 
people. “Schools and churches are 
powerful agencies for the preserva- 
tion of morals, but the problem must 
be handled in large measure in the 
homes of the people and by the 
parents themselves. Especially dol 
we appeal to the mothers to,influ- 
ence and direct their sons and 
daughters . to modesty’ in 
speech, in conduct and in dress. In- 
dictments and fines and prison sen- 
tences will not regenerate the hearts 
of the people.” And then the grand 
jury goes on to suggest what there 
is lacking in our home life today. 
“We ask the people to re-establish 
in their homes the family altar 
. « « and closer home relations 
between parents and their children.” 


There is excellent good sense 
there. The last fifty years have 
seen an,extraordinary decay of re- 


ligion in the household and a very 
considerable weakening of the ties 
of family life. Time was when 
family prayers were common in the; 
homes of the nation. How often 
are they heard today, even among 
the churchgoing part of our popula- 
tion? Rarely, we fear. But if there 
is a better way to keep before the 
eyes of old and young the idea of 
moral responsibility and the obliga- 
tion of righteous living. it has not 
yet been discovered. Perfunctory 
attendance at church even so often 
as once a week is no substitute for 
the daily resort to the sources - 
n 


moral strength that are found 
family worship. 

And if we are too hurried and pre- 
occupied to find time for the daily 
prayer, we are also-too restless for 


the quiet enjoyment of a real home 
life. Husband, wife. son and daugh- 
ter too often have different and in- 
compatible ways of spending their 
leisure hours and are disposed to 
find their interests and recreations 
outside the family living room. The 
effect is unfortunate on the parents, 
and coubly unfortunate on the chii-

Editor Constitution: In your is- 
sue of the 15th you had excerpts 
from writings: of Hollins N. Ran- 


dolph, headed “Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem Is Strongly Defended by Atlan- 
ta Attorney,” by James A. Hollo- 
mon, 


It is not our purpose to be against 
the federel reserve system nor Mr. 
candolph, but against the conduct 


' of the federal reserve board, which 


was criticised by former Comptrol- 
ler John Skelton Williams. 

We do not mean to write in the 
nature of a reply to Mr. Randolph, 
for we cannot dispute the correct- 
ness of his figures. 


We wrote an article and sent to 
you before we saw these excerpts 
from Mr. Randolph’s pamphlet, 
which we would like to see in full, 
as we do not want to be one-sided. 


Mr. Randolph explains, according 
to Mr. Hollomon, that: 


“A criticism almost in universal circu- 


lation is that in 1920 the federal reserve 
beard adopted the policy of contracted cred- 
its. He then proceeds to set out the fig- 
ures which unmistakebly show that the 
loans and discounts of the federal reserve 
banks. increased during thet period very 
nearly one billion dollars. The figures 
themselves expose completely the fallacy 
of the criticism.’’ 

Avother criticism almost universally 
made and particularly in the south 
west is that the federal reserve board dur- 
ing the same time adopted the policy of 
withholding credits to the agricultural and 
live stock industries, 

To show how ridiculous that charge is, 
the figures show that on January 81, 1920,

I give the figures for the whole system 
and commencing with January, 1920, the

It seems to me that Mr. Ran- 
dolph, no doubt unintentionally, has 
chosen the time of year—June and 
July—at which time agricultural 
loans are always heaviest, even be- 
fore the federal reserve was estab- 
lished, and compares it with the pe- 
riod during which they are the 
lightest, namely, January before the 
spavenet agricultural expenses be- 
gin.

We think 
this comparison hardly an entirely 
fair one, though it may help his con- 
tention to some extent. 

The general contention under dig- 
cussion, however, as we understand 
it, is not just whether or not the 
Federal Reserve bank increased its 
loans as time passed on—but wheth- 
er or not its treatment of all was 
equable. The question was not 
whether the agricultural and li 

Vv 
Stock industries got more in Zuly. 
1921, than they did in January, 1920, 
but whether or not the portion of 
loans allotted to them was just and 
equal with allotments to other lines 
of business, and, according to John 
Skelton Williams, they were not, 
and if not, this unequal! distribfition 
was unfair and unjust and caused 
untold suffering and hardship to 
agricultural classes.

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TARIFF REVISION 
10 BE DISCUSSED 


All railroads in Georgia will be 
represented Monday at the hearing 
to be held by the state railroad com- 
mission at the capitol to receive 
testimony in the commission’s cita- 
tion to the carriers requiring them 
to make certain revisions in intra- 
state rates in which it is sought to 
eliminate certain discriminations 
now existing. 

The carriers will seek to justify 
schedules containing revisions 
which they recently submitted to the 
commission.

You can get the 
uplift with the same lack of effort 
that you receive it in reading the 
Psalms of David. 

Close te Being Classic. 

In the first place, “Little Lord 
Fauntleroy” comes mighty close to 
being classic literature. Certainly it 
gave Frances Hodgson Burnett her 
high literary reputation, and let us 
pause to thank the producers for not 
attempting to pollute a chaste story 
with any of the claptrap that may 
have originally made movies popu- 
Jar, but which in this day and time 
is aS surely driving the people away 
from the cinema as would smallpox 
signs posted on the box offices. 

Miss Pickford, being the star, 
thoughts naturally revert to Mr. 
Fairbanks, her husband, and his 
mammoth production that preceded 
her at the Howard last week. Mr. 
Fairbanks slaughtered Dumas _ to 
make a movie of his “Three Mus- 
keteers.” He made a movie that 
doubtless gave the keenest sort of 
enjoyment to movie fans. Bill Hart 
could have given the same sort of 


enjoyment with “The Rage of Red 
Raccoon,” had he made his cow- 
boys wear Louis XIII. costumes, 


instead of their traditional chaps. 


Literature on Screen, 
Miss Pickford, on the other hand, 


'tries the more daring experiment of 
/ taking a story that has stood the 


test of time and screening it with- 
out r®course to the modernites. As 
a result, she has come pretty close 
to putting literature on the screen. 

And in it she scores an artistic 
triumph, whether the film becomes a 
box office record-breaker or not. No 
one can question her utter disre- 
gard of the times, when it is real- 
ized that she stages a stupendous 
picture with no single suggestion 
of smut, just a fleeting reference 
a crime, and absolutety not an at- 
tempt to thrill. 

I don’t know, but I’m rather of 
the opinion that the public is going 
to appreciate a picture that tells 
you more accurately of New York life 
in the late Victorian era than the 
public could get in several days of 
solid reading.

Miss Pickford, herself, reaches 
heights that are seemingly unscal]- 
able in “Little Lord Fauntleroy.”

Modern pho- 
tography makes this mechanicallv 
possible, but it takes a divine gift 
for the same woman to play two 
parts in the same production with 
such keen insight into their possi- 
bilities that there is never a confu- 
sion of identity. 

When Miss Pickford is the little 
‘ord, she is the little lord... When she 
is “Dearest” she is “Dearest.” No 
woman can be altogether convincing 
in a boy’s role, but Miss Pickford 
-omes mighty, mighty close to do- 
ing so, while her “Dearest” is as 
sweet and invested with as rarified 
a beauty as we can expect to see 
after leaving the realms of nature.

tente and American confidence, is 
in a better position to make .the 
try for fulfillment—and perhaps for 
outside support or concessions—than 
any other German statesman since 
the war. 


American business awe ehy at the 
thought of a socialistic regime in 
Germany. Whether the next swing 
will be to the left or to the right 
is a question which at this distance 
is not quite clear. But some care- 
ful observers emphasize the thought 
that Germany’s danger migh lie 
perhaps more in ae conservative, 
Pan-American movement than in a 
swing toward a socialistic regime. 

The Hungarian coup of Charles, 
if successful, would quite conceiv- 
ably inspire the brooding. sulking 
German monarchists to attempt an- 
other -spring into the saddle. Such 
a move would be immediately coun- 
tered by German workers. Just 
as it was during the Kapp revolu- 
tion in 1920, according to informa- 
tion here. This would mean per- 
hans bloodshed, and probably fur- 
ther disturbance for the already 
shattered Gérman financial system. 

Hope in Big Business. 

Many Germans, to say nothing of 
the outside business world, have 
recently hoped it would be possible 
to include the Deutsche Volkspartel 
—the party of “big business’’-—-in 
the governmental coalition. This 
party has been more than anxious 
to get aboard, contending its par- 
ticipation would add a businesslike 
spirit to the regime and awaken 
stronger confidence in Germany’s 
government and German business. 

But, it is now considered ques- 
tionable whether this party will 
want a hand, for with Silesia par- 
titioned it will be increasingly dif- 
ficult for Germany to meet her 
obligations. And, quite apart from 
the Silesian matter, German cur- 
rency is slipping and sliding so bad- 
ly that a big smash is probably only 
around the corner-—barring of 
course some sort of outside inter- 
vention, according to objective in- 
ternationa] authorities. This situ- 
ation consequently leaves any and 
all German parties hesitant about 
rushing for a government seat. 


Wirth Wants Peace. 


Wirth—still young, active and am- 
bitious—naturally wants to continue 
in a prominent place in German 
politics. Hence, it is regarded here 
as quite possible that he will en- 
deavor to “carry on,” even though 
he faces a Herculean task of try- 
ing to extract taxes from a disap- 
pointed public and of paying credit- 
ors on time. In any event, it may 
be said that authorities here feel 
Germany can be accorded more con-

fidence and a better deal if Wirth 
stays than if an unknown, untest- 
ed man is put in his shoes.

DUN’S ANNOUNCES 


Notwithstanding pronounced de- 
} ression in s60me markets, the main 
trend of commodity prices . was 
-again upward iast week, 43 ad- 
Vances and 42 recessions appearing 
in the comprehensive lits of whole- 
sale quotations complied by Dun’s 
Review. Out of a total of 75 
changes week before last, 47 were 
upward, while 91 reductions con- 


trasted with 14 increases in the 
same week of 1920. 

The grain markets were depressed 
by a bearish report on supplies and 
the threat of a widespread railroad 
etrike, all of the leading cereals 
falling sharply. Except for weak- 
ness in hogs, alterations in live 
meats were slight, demand being 
about equal to supply, but a some- 
what firmer feeling developed in 
provisions. Active consumptive 
buying supported the better grades 
of butter,and eggs again rose sharp- 
iy. Cheese was steady at about 
week before last’s quotations. 

The threatened railroad strike 
caused no flurry in iron and steel 
markets, although requests to 
hasten shipments were received 
from some quarters Few changes 
appeared in published quvtations, 
one grade of pig iron advanced mod- 
erately, but wire rods, steel bars 
and tin plate went lower. The minor 
metals were quiet, but steady. Cot- 
ton goods continue in fairly liberal 
demand, yet prices were a little eas- 
ier last week. In hides, on the other 
hand, active buying of domestic 
packer stock developed at a further 
rise of 1-2c, and some foreign de- 
scriptions were also stronger. 


Failures Last Week. 


As figures for one more business 
day are included in the statement, 
failtres in the United States last 
week not unnaturally exceed those 
of week before last, numbering 407. 
This total compares with 375 for 
five @ays week before last, and con- 
trasts sharply with the 212 defaults 
reported to R. G. Dun & Co. in the 
same week last year. Of the current 
week’s !nsolvencies, 236 had liabil- 
ities of $5,000 or more in each in- 
stance, which ts 58 per cent of the 
aggregate number. Week before 
last, when there were 232 similar 
failures, the ratio was 61.9 per cent, 
while in the same week of last year, 
with 101 such defaults, the ratio was 
47.6 per cent.

Recently she had a nervous 
breakdown, which seems to nave 
been much more serious than real- 
ized at the time. She was given 
ar indefinite leave of absence by 
the school authorities, who held her 
work in high esteem. She had de- 
cided to take a trip in the hope that 
rest and quiet would soothe her 
nerves and bring back health, but 
on the night before the day set for 
her departure she was attacked by 
a fit of despondency so severe that 
she decided to end hef life. 

Within a few minutes after she 
had left her home, searching parties 
were looking for her, as her moth- 
er and ‘sister had become appre- 
hensive. She walked quietly and 
swiftly.to the river, a half-mile 
away, and at a spot where, as a 
child she had gone in swimming 
with the others, she waded out into 
the water. As she stepped into the 
stream she left the print of her shoe 
on the bank. The footprint was 
afterward fourfd by a searching par- 
ty_and three hours later the body 
Was recovered in 12 feet of water. 
Apparently she had died without a 
struggle.

Convicts’ Friend 
ComestoAtlanta 
To Visit Prison

To be a triend to man, and espe- 
cially to that man who most needs 
a friend—the man behind whose 
back prison gates have clanged shut, 
leaving him free—free with a prison 
made suit that somehow seems to 
brand him as an ex-convict, “a grad- 
uate of the big house,” and with a 
ten-dollar bill with which society 
expects him to secpre a foothold 
upon the “straight and narrow path” 
—that is “the whole life and ambi- 
tion” of Rollo McBride, a man who 
has aided many thousands of mén 
who needed friends at “The Parting 
of the Ways.” Mr. Mcbride came to 
Atlanta at midnight Saturday. He 
brought. words of cheer and hope to 
inmates of the United States peni- 
tentiary Sunday. And on Monday 
he will again visit the federal pris- 
oners to bring to them such encour- 
agement as he can. 

“The Parting of the Ways’ is the 
name of a home in Pittsburg, where- 
in branded men find refuge. Within 
its doors the man freed from prison 
with but ten dollars upon which to 
start anew, is received as a friend, 
and is aided by those who would be 
a friends to mankind. Rollo Mc- 
Bride is the superintendent of tne 
home, and his purpose is the purpose 
of others by whom the home is con- 
ducted, is to bring desperate men to 
the parting of the ways. 

“Hundreds of men are discharged 
from prisons in this country every 
day,” declared Mr. McBride Sunday. 
“They had been there for varying 
terms of imprisonment. and for va- 
rious offenses. They come out so- 
bered by their experience, and are 
anxious to re-elestablish themselves 
in the esteem of their fellowmen. 

Reputations Gone. 

“But how much of a chance have 
they to make good? Their reputa- 
tions are gone; they have neither 
food nor shelter, nor friends, but— 
they have on a prison-made suit of 
clothing which, somehow or other, 
seems to brand them as men who 
have trod the wrong road. Tomor- 
row they will be canvassing the city 
looking for work—and the way to 
make good 

“Forty per cent of them—if the 
usual percentage holds good—will 
become discouraged and desperate 
and fall back into the old rut which 
inevitablv leads them behind prison 
walls. This reeord is repeated day 
after day because there is no place 
for them to go and no*%one to help 
them, 

“To the man who thinks in dollars, 
{t seems an unpardonable thing that 
the state must bear the expense of 
re-arresting and reimprisoning these 
men for the remainder of their lives. 
in terms of 
human welfare shudders at the sin- 
ful negligence which allows these 
40 per cent of useful men to be lost 
just for the lack of a chance. 

Public Defender. 

Mr. McBride has been “public de- 
fender” in Pittsburg for four years. 
Because of the cause to which he 
hag devoted himself he was appoint- 
ed by the Pittsburg mavor to sit 
beside the police court judge and 
hear the cause of the unfortunate. 
While in this office no person ar- 
rested by the police for any of the 
three general] offenses with which 
a police court deals—vagrancy, 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct 
and appearing in the eyes of the po- 
lice as a suspicious character— 
might be convicted and sentenced 
by the police court judge until] that 
official and Mr. McBride jointly 
reached a decision. Cases in which 
Mr. McBride and the judge were un- 
able to agree were submitted to the 
mayor of the city in the form of a 


“written report, setting forth clear- 


ly the grounds of disagreement. 
“Our reformatories are _ institu- 
tions wherein unfortunate young 
men are put through’ university 
courses in crime,’ declared Mr. Mc- 
Bride. The young man who enters 
such an institution may not be 
vicious—when he enters. But who 
are his associates? The depraved 
and vicious are there, and it is with 
these that he must live. Will the 


good go the way of the bad, or the: 


bad the way of the good? We have 
our answer when the young man 
graduates from the reformatory and 
goes abroad in the world, And so it 
is with our prisons. 

Praises Atlanta Pen. 

“T have in mind, however, one 
bright exception to the manner in 
which our prisons are commonly 
conducted,” continued Mr. McBride, 
“and that exception is the Federa! 
penitentiary in Atlanta. In virtually 
no other penal institution are the 
prisoners allowed to play basebal] 
and engage in other sports, and en- 
joy the many amusements such as 
are brought those confined in the 
Atlanta penitentiary. Would that 
other prisons were like it. 

*“T believe,” declared Mr. Me- 
Bride, “that the prisoners in our in- 
stitutions should be given such 
amusements as are needed by hu- 
man beings. God knows it is bad 


enough merely to take away a man’s 


liberty. I have never seen a p n 
gate a close behind a man at 
the man did not turn gray. Wh 
should he also be cooped in a cel 
like a dangerous beast? 
“They should be given wages for 
work in the prison such as they 
would receive were they ‘on the oypt- 
side.” Why not. Their pay should 
be banked for them, and they should 


be given check books whereby, un- 
der proper supervision, they might 
draw upon their accounts and pro- 
vide for their loved ones, so that 
their wives and daughters might be 
saved from the streets. 

“Then When they are free, they 
will not need, should they fail to se- 
cure a position at once, to seek char- 
ity or turn back to the path which 
at first led them to the ‘big house.’ ”’ 

Mr. McBride stated that of 65 
long-term “graduates” received at 
“the parting of the ways” home 
during the first nine months of 1921, 
61 are making good. Only four 
failed to respond to the influence 
of friendship. He said that in addi- 
tion to these, 868 “short-timers” 
have been received in the home, anid 
that more than 71 per cent of these 
men are now leading honest lives, 
and are making good. 

The home is financed by contri- 
butions, Mr. McBride said, and is 
situated at 216 East Stocketon ave- 
nue, in Pittsburg, Mr. McBride will 
leave the city esday afternoon, 
according to his esent plans. He 
stated that he wotld be willing to 
speak while in the city before any 
Organization which might wish to 
learn more of this work. 

Mr. McBride was accompanied on 
his visit Sunday to the federal pen- 
itentiary by Judge W. L. Covington. 
After his address to the prisoners, 
he and Judge Covington witnessed a 
baseball game, played by prison 
teams.
